MR. C. L. GIBBS PASSED AWAY 
IN EAST AFTER STROKE i 


Word was sent west on Wednesday 
last that C. L. Gibbs had passed a- 
way in hospital at Sault St. Marie. 

The late Mr. Gibbs had gone Hast 
to pay a visit to his son, Mr. Lionel 
Gibbs, who is engaged in newspaper 
work in Toronto, and while there suf- 
fered a paralytic stroke. 

For many years Mr. Gibbs had tak- 
en a prominent part in the civil and 
political life of the province, he was 
a keen student of sociology and econ- 
omics, an exceptionally pleasing 
speaker and one of the most brilliant 
members. of the Canadian Labor 
party. 

His passing is a serious loss to the 
public life of Alberta. 

The late Mr. Gibbs was a member 
of the technical school staff in the city 
for many years.

EFFECT OF WEEDS ON 
_ AELDs OF WHEAT 


It is one thing to claim that weeds 
reduce the yield of wheat, but quite 
a different thing to prove it. | To bb- 
tain this. proof yields were en on 
areas with no weeds, and plajces that 
were weedy in the same field. 

When the, areas were | selected 
early in thé season, it. was essary 
to pull weeds so that none d ‘ap- 
pear in the free areas. Similiarly, 
five acres were marked with a moder- 
ate infestation of weeds. Another 
group was selected with heavy in- 
festation. While french weed pre- 
dominated, there was also present 
blue burr, pigweed, wild bucxwheat 
and spearleaf goosefoot. This work 
was conducted at the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Station, Scott. 

A moderate infestation of weeds 
reduced the yield of straw by eighteen 
per cent. and a heavy infestation by 
more than fifty per cent. Correspond- 
ingly, the yield of grain was reduced 
twenty-two per cent. by a moderate 
infestation and over fifty per cent in 
the case of a heavy infestation of 
weeds. On the basis of a twenty bush- 
el crop per acre, for the area free of 
weeds, the yield was reduced to ap- 
proximately sixteen bushels by » mod- 
erate infestation of weeds and ap- 
proximately ten bushels where the 
weeds were thick. These reductions 
in yields by allowing weeds to grow 
illustrate the necessity of practising 
the most efficient methods of control.

may pass enabling legislation. The 
regulations also prohibit the making 
of false, misleading or exaggerated 
claims with respect to the quality of 
butter or any other dairy product, 
whether such claims are made by ad- 
vertisement or on the package. 

The grading of butter for domestic 
consumption has been established in 
the hope that the quality will be im- 
proved through the preference of the 
consumer for higher quality. In the 
past there has been much second 
grade butter sold under fancy trade 
names that did not convey anything 
to the consumer as to quality. It 15 


expected that the placing of the grade | 


on the carton and wrapper will mean 


that the consumer will be encouraged | 


to ask § for *“First’ Grade”. butter, 
thereby discouraging the manufacture 
of lower grades. Also, it is expected 
that the indication of the grade will 
have a tendency to create a wider dif- 
ferential of price between the grades 
and ultimately reflect back in the 
prices received for the cream of the 
producer. In other words, it is ex- 
pected there will be better prices all 
round. 

The grades of creamery butter are 
first grade, second jgrade, third grade 
and no grade. “No grade butter,” ac- 
cording to the regulations, means and 
includes any butter on which any 
mould has appeared either on the but- 
ter itself or on the parchment lining 
on the package, as well as any butter 
otherwise inferior to third grade. A 
dairy produce grader may refuse to 
grade any butter or cheese which in 
his judgment is either of too high or 
too low a temperature to permit of

factory range. The graders are the 


only persons allowed to mark or 
brand the packages, and no person is 
allowed to pack butter in a package 


which bears any of the grade marks 


stamped by the official grade. 


RATES OF SEEDING GRAIN 
WITH PHOSPHATE FERTILIZER 


In areas where phosphate fertilizer 
can be profitably used on wheat, most 
growers think of its use in terms of 
rates of applying this commercial 
fertilizer. There are other phases of 
the problem worth considering. One 
of these is the rate of sowing. the 
grain when phosphate 
drilled in with the seed. 

During the past four years an ex- 
periment has been conducted on this 
phase of the subject at the Dominien 
Experimental Station, Scott. A con- 
stant rate of fertilizer was used with 
different rates of seeding wheat. The 
grain was seeded with and without 
amonium phosphate at % bushel per 
acre, on bushel, 1% bushels and 1% 
bushels. Yields have been recorded 
for these rates which were sown in 
duplicate 

While the differences with different 
rates of grain sown with this fertiliz- 
er were not great, the one bushel rate 
fertilized gave the highest yield. In 
the case of the unfertilized rates, the 
yield of grain showed a slight de- 
crease as the rate of sowing increased. 

A few facts are worth mentioning 
by way of discussion. This experiment 
has not been in progress long enough 
to give a fair average of different 
seasons. It is evident after four 
years work that increased stooling 
with phosphate fertilizer permits the 
use of less seed per acre. These short 
term results cannot be used as a guide 
for rate of seeding grain without fer- 
tilizer because rates alone are influ- 
enced by so many factors.

great many more of us are capitalists 
than is commonly supposed. 

Everybody who has a dollar not in 
use. or an interest in any kind of 
wealth in any le form is, to 
some degree, a capftalist. There are 
for example, ten million individual 
stockholders in the 9,000 corporations 
whose shares are traded in on the pub- 
lic exchanges. There are eight mil- 
lion individuals who own government 
or corporate bonds. Twenty-odd mi- 
lion. persons have life insurance poli- 
cies on which they have paid premi- 
ums. Eleven million Americans own 
shares’ in building and loan associa- 
tions. More than twenty million peo- 
ple. own automobiles. Two million 
families own their homes free and 
‘clear and two and one-half million 
own mortgaged homes. There are six 
million individual farm owners. and 
| fifty-three million persons who have 
| savings bank deposits, averaging more 
than $500 each. 

Of course, those groups overlap; one 
man or woman may belong to most 
of them. But the total of capitalists 
certainly runs into many millions, in- 
cluding two and one-half millions who 
paid income taxes for 1933 and the 
other million and a half who made 
returns. but paid no tax. 

Is is the people in those groups who 
pay the taxes for the operation of 
the governments of the country. 
When we hear loose talk about “ov- 
erthrowing the capitalist system” in 
this country, we wonder if the people 
know what they are proposing to ov- 
erthrow.

Revenue for /the year was $15,178,- 
607. Despite an improvement in the 
income during the last few months of 
the year, the receipts fell short of 
those of the previous year by $247,- 
657. They were more than $1,500,000 
| Short of the estimated revenue. 
Expenditures totalled $17,056,638, a 
decrease of $477,147 from the preced- 
ing year.

The showing made is “reasonably 
satisfactory” to Hon. J. R. Love, pro- 
vincial treasurer, “in view of prevail- 
ing conditions and governmental dif- 
ficulties in dealing with them.” 

Borrowings from the Dominion gov- 
ernment, covered by treasury ) bills, 
stood on March 31 at $10,519,274, an 
increase of $4,046,052 during the year. 
New loans from this source were 
$2,100,000 for unemployment relief! 
and $1,968,524 for refunding debent-| 
ures. 

_ Unemployment relief costs in Al-| 
berta to all authorities, ‘during the: 
year covered by the report, amounted | 
to $4,162,997, made up as follows: do-, 
minion, $1,482,220; province $1,642,-| 
672; cities, $868,555; towns and-vil- 
lages, $24,911; municipal districts, 
$32,041; improvement districts, $112,-| 
596. The total was nearly ayia 
more than in the previous year. 

For the telephone department a te-| 
ficit of $342,137 is reported.

James C. Thompson, provincial 
auditor, under whose direction the ac- 
counts have been compiled, adds this 
in general reference to the auditing 
work: 

“During the course of the year a 
continuous pre-audit was maintained | 
of expenditures from the general rev-| 
enue fund. Revenues of all depart-' 
ments and the books and accounts of | 
all boards or commissions were audit- 
ed under my direction. Bank balances 
were verified against bank certificates. 
‘Securities aggregating $36,119,789 
were examined and found in order. 

An analysis of the revenue and ex- 
penditure items shows that more than 
was estimated was received on only 
two items, these being advances from 
the dominion government and “mis- 
cellaneous.” Taxes for the year total-_ 
ed $4,698,576; profits from trading 
activities, $1,270,394; licenses, $1,- 
926,523.

Starting from very small _ be- 
ginnings about fourteen months ago, 
the energetic band of enthusiasts at 
Vancouver has extended the scope of 
its operations until they embrace more 
than a score of regularly-organized 
groups in and around Vancouver, on 
Vancouver Island, and in the moun- 
tainous interior. ; 

The. B.C. Movement functions on 
what might be called a dual basis. Its 
nucleus is.the study group, an inform- 
al gathering of people committed to 
nothing but the study of Douglas con- 
tentions and proposals. There are no 
fees; no formal reading of minutes; 
no business done in the ordinary way 
of organizations; merely a chairman, 
generally selected from the gathering 
at the time, and a qualified mentor 
who, as an authorized Douglas lec- 
turer, leads off discussion with a long 
or short talk on some aspect of the 
study. Then the meeting is thrown 
open for discussion. Everyone may 
join in, so long as they confine their 
questions or observations to Douglas 
Social Credit or’one or other of its 
direct implications. 

Now the object of the study group 
is to create Social Creditors, of course, 
and as fast as they “hit the saw- 
dust trail” and become converts they 
are invited to join the regular organi- 
zation, Douglas Social Credit, B.C. 
Section. This body does all the busi- 
ness and directs the policy of the 
movement. Its fees are 50 cents a 
month and it meets on the first Wed- 
nesday of each month. It does not 
engage in talking Social Credit at this 
monthly meeting, but how to spread 
it; and reports from the various 
activities departments; from the Men- 
tor’s and Speakers’ Bureaus, the Pro- 
paganda Department, from the Fin- 
ancial, Library, and Women’s Aunxili- 
aries, and does what ever other busi- 
ness must be done. Then its mem- 
bers go their way to spend another 
month digging and delving into the 
monstrous apathy of the great Cana- 
dian public. 

The Canadian strategy is not that 
of monster meetings and big parades, 
so the casual visitor would hardly get 
an idea of the immense public inter 
est until he got a chance to look a- 
round and notice certain significances. 
He would observe as a first thing that

Fall Session For Federal 


Government Discussed 


Word comes from our special parli- 


amentary correspondent at Ottawa 
that the calling of fall session of 
parliament is considered to be the 


Prime Minister’s present plan of act- 
ion. He will return from Geneva in 
October and parliament is expected to 
be called in November. The session 


will go until immediately before 
|Christmas and will adjourn’ until 
January. 


Mr. Bennett wants to participate in

These take place in May, so that a 
fall session and a brisk post-Christ- 
mast session are necessary to enable 
him to get away. 

The Liberals, however, are re 
ported to be opposed to Mr. Ben- 
nett representing Canada in Lon- 
don any more. They declare he 
has lost his mandate and does 
not represent the people of Cana- 

- da. Mr. King warned Mr. Ben- 
nett at the close of last session 
that he would oppose the passage 
of supply, and this opposition may 
keep parliament in sessiou well 
into and beyond May. 

Strong opposition to every item of 
supply will hold parliament and may 
force Mr. Bennett to dissolution. 

The loss to the government of four 
out of five federal by-elections will 
strengthen the Liberal determination 
to force Mr. Bennett to resign and go 
to the country, in which case _ his 
British visit next May would be out 
of the question.

Most ,automobile owners appre-

that they can avoid many of the 
najor expenses of an automobile 
with a little care. 

Tt has been told previously how 
the finish of the car may be pre- 
served indefinitely by regular 
cleaning and waxing. This is true 
also of the closed car top. If care 
is taken of the top when it is new 
it’s life may. be prolonged indefi- 
nitely at little expense. 

Most closed car tops consist of 
fabric which is coated with a rub- 
ber composition and finished with 
a black baked enamel. Exposure 
to the. weather causes the varnish- 
ed finish of the top to slowly. dis- 
integrate or chalk, which is first

As most car frames are made of 
kiln dried wood which rots quickly 
when exposed to moisture, a leaky 
top may cause considerable damage. 
By the time the m realizes 
that the top needs patching, he 
may find it necessary to have h agh 
of the framework rebuilt, which is 
a long and expensive job. ; 

Frequent inspection of the top is 
essential, and when weatheri 
starts it should be re-finished wi 
a coating of properly formulated 
top dressing. -

Test T 


Skeins had begun moving toward 
the dyeing vats of a New Je silk 
mill, when an uproar arose. ited 
men ran from vat td vat to fihd that 
the colors had shifted in bewildering 
fashion; purples had’ turned reds, 
oranges to yellows. Workmen drain- 
ed the vats, and mixed fresh A- 
gain the colors changed as if the vats 
were bewitched. . The dyestuff was the 
same as had been used for months 
without the slightest variation in 
shade. Out of the test tubes of an in- 
dustrial chemist came the explanation 
of the mystery. A few days later, the 
city water department had tapped a 
new source of supply. Analysis of 
this water revealed that it contained 
an increaséd amount of alkali and 
other ingredients which had thrown 
the delicate dyes out of balance. A 
treating plant was set up at the mill 
to remove the trouble-making chemi- 
cals and the difficulty disappeared. 
Such riddles are everyday problems 
for the test tube sleuths of industry. 

Some years ago workers were bor- 
ing a tunnel under the Hudson River, 
at New York. Tongs of concrete, in- 
stalled on the Jersey shore, mysteri- 
ously melted away, almost as fast as 
it was put in place. The engineers 
called in Dr. Francis J. Pond of Ste- 
vens Institute of Technology who 
found that the ground was saturated 
with sulphuric acid. Investigation 
showed that no near-by factory used 
this acid. Where did it come from? 
Dr. Pond at last discovered that years 
before, local gas companies had used 
the place as a dump for spent oxide 
of iron used in purifying the gas. This 
material, buried deep in the ground, 
was the source of the “acid mine” the 
tunnel men had struck. By applying 
alkaline materials through holes in 
the tunnel, the effect of the acid is 
neutralized. 

Another mystery in connection with 
concrete puzzled construction men in 
a New York apartment house. Stains 
mysteriously appeared on the new 
ceilings. Then the plaster became 
porous and began to fall. RepYaster- 
ing did no good. Laboratory tests re- 
vealed that cinders, which had been 
used instead of gravel in the concrete 
between the floors of the building, 
contained sulphuric acid salts and 
these were eating their way through 
the plaster. The builders placed a 
protective coating of shellac and alka- 
li over the concrete. Now before the 
cinders are mixed into the concrete, 
they are leached with alkali water to 
remove the harmful acids.

A Boston restaurant featured a cer- 
tain’ kind of bun which was baked in 
Philadelphia. The proprietor hired a 
baker to come from Philadelphia ana 
make the buns. He used exactly the 
same ingredients as formerly but the 
buns did not taste the same. By tests, 
an individual chemist disclosed thar 
the altered taste was caused by 
chemical differences in the water of 
the two cities. To avoid a similar 
possibility, the largest bakers in the 
country recently adopted the plan of 
making synthetic water for mixing 
dough. Starting with distilled water, 
they added so much calcium, so much 
salt, etc., until they have water ‘“‘tail- 
ored” to standard. This enables them 
to turn out bread of uniform quality 
in every part of the country. 

In this connection, the secret of 
why Britishers all over the world send 
back to England for Bass’ ale, swear- 
ing that no other has the flavor, has 
just been revealed. A chemist found 
that the peculiar flavor is due to 
bacteria in the river Trent, which 
supplies the water used in making 
ale. 

On the other hand, chemical tests 
have upset the belief that Roquefort 
cheése owes its taste to the locality 
in which it is produced. This blue- 
mold cheese, famous since the days 
of the Romans, ages in caves beneath 
the village of Roquefort, France. The 
caves were believed to impart the 
flavor until late tests showed that by 
use of the same bacteria and by tem- 
perature control, identical cheese 
could be produced elsewhere. 

Not long ago, a manuff&cturer of 
cleaning fluids found that a certain 
colorless preparation put up in glass 
bottles remained unchanged as long 
as it was on store shelves. But when 
placed on display in the window, it 
gradually turned a lemon yellow. Fac- 
tory chemists turned ultra-violet rays 
on the liquid but its color did not 
change. Then they sealed it in a 
bottle and repeated the experiment. 
The fluid turned yellow. Unable to 
solve the enigma, the manufacturer 
turned to an industrial chemist who 
found that when sunlight struck the 
liquid in the bottles, a chemical re- 
action produced acid vapors. These 
vapors did not change the fluids color. 
But they did attack the lining of the 
bottle. cap, the decomposition of 
which, in turn produced a chemical 
substance which dissolved in the li- 
quid and changed its color! 

Another problem of color change 
arose some years ago when white lin- 
en shoes became the fashion for sum- 
mer wear. They were formed, as dark 
cloth shoes had been before, by a 
“rubber sandwich’—linen on the out- 
side, duck on the inside, and a layer 


of rubber between. , Hardly had the 
‘ 


shoes been ‘placed in store windows 
before the white linen changed to & 
jaundiced yellow. An industrial chem- 


ist discovered that sunlight, penetrat- |" 


ing the white cloth, was decomposing 
the ‘rubber, “producing substances 
which permeated the linen and chang- 
@d its color. 

One if the most puzzling riddles in 
connection with rubber was the mys< 
tery of the rigid raincoats. A manu- 
facturer turned out.a new type of 
raincoat which passed laboratory tests 
in brilliant fashion. Shortly after they 
were placed on the market the coats 
had started to harden up in stores, 
becoming so rigid that they would 
stand up by themselves. An expert 
traced the trouble to the brown dye 
used to color the fabric. This con- 
tained traces of copper which was 
hastening the oxidation of the under 
layers of rubber. By a simple change 
in dye, the manufacturer was able to 
overcome ithe trouble promptly. 

Reading the Bible led another in- 
dustrial chemist to a fortune and gave 
industry a new lubricant of great 
value. He was the late Edward G. 
Acheson, once associated with Thom- 
as Edison. The Biblical passage tell- 
ing of the difficulties of the Israelites 
in making bricks without straw set 
him to wondering. What element in 
straw was necessary? Analyzing 
straw, he found it was the chemical, 
tannin. He applied this information 
to lubricants and discovered’ that by 
adding tannin to oils he could make 
graphite, which has valuable lybri- 
cating properties, remain in suspen- 
sion. Without the tannin, the gra- 
phite formed granules instead of be- 
ing evenly dispersed througout the 
oil. This find opened up a whole new 
field in the realm of lubrication. 


Sometimes chance plays curious 
tricks on research workers. Chemists 
in a dye plant were working on a 
new coloring compound. The best 
they could obtain from a certain com- 
bination of chemicals was one per 
cent. dye. Leaving an office boy stir- 
ring the mixture over a Bunsen burnu- 
er, one noon, they went to lunch, on 
returning, they let out whoops of 
joy; the beaker contained 99 per cent. 
dye. Hurriedly they mixed a fresh 
batch of chemicals, heated it and got 
—one per cent dye. The office boy 
said he had done nothing but stir the 
liquid. Again and again the chem- 
ists repeated their test; always the 
same discouraging results. Finally the 
boy confessed that he had violated a 
strict company rule. He had smoked 
a cigarette and some of the ashes had 
dropped into the beaker. Frightened, 
he had stirred them in and said noth- 
ing about it. Rushing to the labora- 
tory, the men mixed chemicals, lit 
cigarettes and flicked ashes into beak- 
ers. 

The result was 99 per cent. dye! A 
certain oxide in the cigarette ash 
proved to be the miracle-working 
chemical.

For The Housewife 


Remove rust from any utensil by 
soaking in kerosene until the rust is 
soft Then wipe and polish with a 
sand soap or bath brick. 

Brighten copper or brass by wash- 
ing in water to which a little salt and 
vinegar have been added. 

Use denatured alcohol to remove to- 
bacco stains from copper or brass ash 
trays. 

Zinc is easily cleaned with a bit of 
lemon left standing on any stain for 
‘an hour or so. Wash with hot water., 
The zinc will look like new. 

To remove paint spots from hard- 
wood floors, rub them briskly with 
kerosene and follow with a cloth 
moistened in lukewarm water. 

When you are boiling potatoes, add 
salt to them when they are nearly 
done and you'll prevent them from go- 
ing to pieces and make them lighter 
and fiuffier. 

A good furniture polish is made

3. HOW TO LAY 


N°. insurmountable problem faces 
you when you come to consider 
laying out your Skeet field. Any 
piece of waste land will answer the 
purpose. It should face northeast, 
and a good, clear background is 
essential in order that you may see the 
flying birds distinctly. Dimensions 
should be 300 by 600 yards, and the 
actual shooting stance should be on 
firm ground, although the balance of 
the area, the danger zone, may be 
swamp, ‘water, or land.

OUT THE FIELD 


Station 7, which is the extreme point 
on the left end of the rim, opposite 
Station 1, and in direct line with 
Station 8. 

Stations 1 and 7 are 40 yards apart. 
Station 8 is, of course, exactly 
way between them. A twenty-yard 
cord, fastened at one end to Station 8, 
will mark off the complete semi-circle 
from 1 to 7. It is an easy matter to 
mark off the rest of the Stations along 
the rim of the semi-circle, remember- 
ing that Station 4 is immediately 
facing Station 8. It will be found that 
the Stations along the rim are ap- 
proximately 31 feet apart from each 
other. : 

At Stations 1 and 7 are located the 
traps. The high trap, 10 feet from 
the ground, is located at Station 1, 
and the low trap, 3 feet from 
ground, is placed at Station 7. More 
about these in our next article.

One last word. Posts should be
